Newly submitted claims 27-32 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed for the following reasons: The new claims are directed to chip design files while the previous claims were directed towards 
substrates with polymeras attached to them. These are entirely different inventions with no feature in common. They are structurally 
and functionally different. The chip design file is some sort of computer code while the substrate is a physical device with nucleic 
acids attached. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 27-32 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1. 142(b) and MPEP § 821,03, 

The am^dment filed on August 16, 2004 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims 
drawn to anon-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
for the reasons given above.
